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On the morning of 29 Juno 1950, nine Thai schoolboys visited the Soviet 
legation in Bangkok, *-hey ware all approximately fifteen years of age * 

After remaining half an hour at the legation they proceeded to the house 
of Nguyen Due Quy, foraer head of the Vietnam Information Service., which 
is a few hundred yards away from the legation, 

Th© student© have not been identified by name, but they are believed to 
be pupils at the TJatanasin school , Bangkok- 
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
